'  I  ''HE  following  pair  of  superb  screens  were  made  for  the 
Emperor  Ch'ien-lung  by  the  artists  of  the  Building  and 
Buying  Department  of  the  Empire,  and  were  presented  to  him 
as  a  tribute ;  they  were  later  granted  by  him  to  one  of  the  Prin- 
cesses who  was  impoverished  and  by  whom  thev  were  resold. 
Both  screens  depict  in  the  most  elaborate  detail  of  carved  and 
tinted  ivory  the  birthday  celebration  of  Ko  Tze-yi,  a  famous 
general  of  the  T'ang  dynasty  (618-907  A.D.)  and  a  great 
faA  orite  of  one  of  the  T'ang  Emperors,  one  of  his  sons  being 
married  to  a  daughter  of  the  Emperor;  the  general  had  a 
family  of  seven  sons  and  eight  daughters,  who  are  among 
those  doing  him  homage.
